PRED SCULLEN TEAPORARILY INSANE 


Son of Wealthy St. Louis People Held. 


at the Provident Hospital for 
Their Coming. 


Temporarily insane, Frederick Scullen, 
the son of John Scullen, the St. Louis 
street railway magnate, created a dis- 
turbance in the Vincennes Hotel, corner 
Thirty-sixth street and Vincennes avenue, 
on Tuesday evening.

During the last several months Scullen 
has been occupying a suite of rooms at 
Thirty-sixth street and Vincennes avenue. 
He lived likeaprince. Early Tuesday morn- 
ing Scullen went out in front of his home 
and began yelling in a manner that aroused 
the entire neighborhood.

Plan Said to Re Successful. 

From inquiries thatyjave been made among 
the bankers of the ci® there is every reason 
to believe that the Secretary's plan has been 
completely successful. Each person ad- 
dressed was consulted as if he were an ex- 

rt witness testifying before a commission. 

One providing for the retirement of notes 
and certificates of the lower denominations, 
go as to force silver into circulation, was 
very freely criticised, though, on the other 
hand, it received the approval of some of .

Bankers Believe There Will Be a Bet~- 
ter Price for Silver in the 
Near Future. 


City of Mexico, July 28.— Exchange ad-

mium.~ Bankers believe there will be a bet- 
ter price for silver soon, but there is a grow- 
ing sentiment that silver will have to wait 
some months before circumstances shape 
‘themselves 80 as to materially aid it. Some 
people here hold the theory that bankers in 
Burope are hammering down silver in order 
to shew the United States bimetallic com- 
missioners that Europe has an answer to the 
Dingley tariff bill. 7 
Importers will be compelled to bring in 
goods with the greatest caution for the time, 
as they do net dare risk ordering largely 
‘with prospects that the exchange may grow 
even worse against them. It is believed that 
the silver will immensely stimulate home 
manufacturing and lead also to a rapid ex- 
pansion of tropical agriguiture, the products 
of which command gold prices abroad. It 
is generally believed that the exchange will 
grow worse for afew days. A leading bank- 
er says that Mexico will simply adjust itself 
to the lower prices for silver and manu- 
facture evérything possible at home. She 
will stick to the silver basis, awaiting the 
‘probable reaction in the future. Mexico has 
discovered that she can live very well with- 
in herself as to the prime necessities. Sha 
will dispense with foreign luxuries and be 
economical. Other silver using countries 
will be driven to adopt the same curse. 
Japan is finding that she cannot hold her 
gold, and her new gold standard will be 
nothing but a brilliant theory.

The new tariff law provides, in case 
‘of residents of the United States re- 
turning from abroad, all wearing ap- 
parel and other personal effects taken 
by them out of the United States to 
foreign countries shall be admitted 
free of duty, without regard to their 
value, upon their identity being estab- 
lished, under apropriate rules and 
regulations to be preseribed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. but no more 
than $100 in value of articles’ pur- 
chased abroad by such residents of 
the United States shall be admitted 
free of duty upon their return. 


New York, July 28.—[Special. }—Three hun- 
dred passengers who arrived on the steam- 
ship Majestic today were the first to feel the 
séverities of the new Dingley law as applied 
to Americans from abroad. All foreign 
clothing and other personal effects which 
they brought from Europe, if valued at more 
than $100, were subject to duty. 

One of the chief sufferers was Commodore 
Gerry, who had to pay $250. Morris K. 
Jesup had to pay $170 on property which he 
declared he had taken abroad with him from 
this country. The duties collected from the 
Majestic’s passengers amounted in all to 
about $3,500. 

A great crowd was at the dock to greet 
them, and the many distinguished foreign- 
ers on board smiled complacently as they 
gazed at the sight. They had heard how 
Americans worship at the shrine of a stran- 
ger from a strange land, and they opined 
that a celebration had been got up in honor 
of their arrival. But the crowd was there 
to see that eve was taxed at its prop- 
er high rate. 

At quarantine the Majestic was met by 
Customs. Collector George R. Bidwell and 
United States Surveyor Maguire. They 
were in charge of sixty inspectors from the 
Custom-House—twice as many as have been 
necessary to look into incoming effects be- 


.fore. There was an average of one inspector 


to every five passengers, and in addition to 
this twelve extra examiners from the Ap- 
praiser’s office were present to see that 
nothing was overlooked.

CANADA'S TARIFF ON INDIAN CORN,

The beer trust, which has in prospect the 
taking in of breweries and malthouses 
throughout the country, has so far not af- 
fected Chicago brewing interests. There 
have been some informal propositions made 
for brewing property, but so far there have 
been no options given on either breweries 
or malthouses in Chicago. A man who is 
familiar with the brewing interests of the 
city said yesterday: 3 

“There have been no‘direct offers made 
for any of the brewing properties in this 
city, and I am satisfied no options have 
been given. There is not as much proba- 
bility & the promoters of the big deal gain- 
ing a foothold in Chicago as in other cities. 
The brewing interests in Chicago are close- 


the people controlling the breweries to dis- 
pose of the interest at prices which would 
probably look attractive to people forming 
a combination.“

The brewing business in Chicago at the 
present time is exceedingly profitable. The 
output of beer in the first collection district 
of Illinois, which includes only a few small 
breweries outside of Chicago, up to the pres- 
ent time in. July have exceeded by far that 
of the corresponding period of any previous 
year except the World's Fair year. Beer is 
being sold at $5a barrel, which, after paying 
taxes, leaves $4 net to the breweries. There 
is said to be a profit of at least $1.50 a barrel 
at these prices. All of the big brewing con- 
cerns in Chicago are members of the Brew- 
ers’ association, which was formed for the 
purpose of putting a stop to the ruinous beer 
war which had been in effect for a year and 
a half previous to the formation of the as- 
sociation in February, 1808. 

There is a fund which is constantly grow- 
ing with the payment into the associafion 
by brewers of 10 cents for each barrel pro- 
_duced. Any member of the association fail- 
ing to live up to the brewers’ agreement for- 
feits all rights in this fund. As the fund 
now amounts to nearly $1,000,000, no prob- 
ere ef exists of the agreement being vio- 

ted. 


SALE OF TENNESSEE COAL MINES 


Syndicate of English and Boston Cap- 
italists to Make an Invest- 
ment of $5,000,000, 


Knoxville, Tenn., July 28.—Henry Taylor, 
the representative of the English and Boston 
Syndicate which has an option on most of 
the coal mines in East Tennessee, arrived 
here at noan today. The deal is practically 
closed, only awaiting Mr. Taylor's inspec- 
tion of the properties and final report. The 
price approaches $5,000,000, and the prop- 
erties employ 3,000 miners and have an out- 
put of about 3,000,000 tons of coal annually.

Unsecured Creditors. 


DOLLARS ON THE SHRINK. 


Some Patrons Likely to Receive 
Nothing at All. 


MORTGAGES UP TO $600,000. 


They Are Based on Real Estate Valued 


at $550,000. 


PRESENT GRAND JURY WON’T ACT. 


Indications now are that the unsecured 
creditors of Theodore H. Schintz will not 
receive to exceed six cents on the dollar. 
The majority of them in all likelihood will 
receive nothing, and among these are many 
who-vhave thought themselves amply pro- 
tected. But from present indications, and 
upon the scanty information to be gathered 
from Schintz’s accounts, it seems more than 
probable that he will not pay back to those 
whose money he has been receiving under 
such fair promises more than this insignifi- 
cent portion. 

Investigation into the condition of the 
property which Schintz left in sight brought 
to light the fact yesterday that the mortgage 
indebtedness on his real estate will prob- 
ably exceed $600,000, which is a small mat- 
ter of $200,000 above what it was first esti- 
mated at by the trust officer and represent- 
ative of the Security Title and Trust com- 
pany, Peter Dudley. 

Ltttle Can Be Saved. 


Upon this estimate it is difficult to see 
what can be saved from the real estate for 
the creditors not holding equities in it. It 
is true that the value of this real estate is as 
yet a guess. The receiver's appraisers have 
only begun their work; and it probably will 
be a week or ten days before they can go 
over all the 300 pieces of improved and un- 
improved property scheduled. 

However, on the day following the assign- 
ment Schintz himself estimated the value of 
his real estate holdings at $550,000; and it is 
to be presumed he was generous with him- 
self, for he spoke at the time slightingly of 
the incumbrances upon the property. : 

To those who have followed the daily rev- 
elations of Schintz’s peculiar business meth- 
ods it will be no surprise te learn that he 
was able to get $600,000 in loans on property 
worth not to exceed $550,000. It would seem 
that the ruse of employing disinterested and 
irresponsible persons to make e notes and 
trust deeds was carried even to greater per- 
fection than it was by the late firm of E. 8. 
Dreyer & Co. 


Demand for Ready Money. N 


During this last year this real estate has 
not paid Schintz to exceed $20,000 in rents, 
because so much of it was vacant. This 
amount would not pay half the interest 
on the mortgage indebtedness and the in- 
surance, reckoning them at a conservative 
estimate. To meet these demands was, to 
be sure, a great burden, and made con- 
stant demands for ready money; and yet 
there is no one who seems able to believe 
it would require all de funds of various 
sorts that have been turned into his hands 
within the last year. 

There are now in the hands of attorneys 
ten known cases in which Schintz either re- 
ceived money to pay off a mortgage and 
did not do so, or sold a mortgage on property 
of which he did not at the time have the 
title, or sold as a first lien a mortgage 
which was almost worthless because of the 
imminent maturity of prior liens. Thire 
ten cases alone—and there is reason to be- 
lieve there are scores of others besides

Three of the Notable Cases. 


Three of these cases, which have not here- 
tofore been made public, concern mortgages 
bought of Schintz by A. H. Polley of Minne- 
apolis, John F. Scanlan, and Jan Divis. The 
mortgage bought by Polley was of a face 
value of $3,000, and was made by one Charles 
A. Brinkman. It transpires now that the 
title to the property upon which it was sup- 
posed to be a lien rests with the Tosetti 
Brewing company. It is said that the mort- 
gage was made out for the purpose of pur- 
chasing the property in question of the 
Tosetti company, and that before the deal 
was consummated Schintz sold it for its 
face value to Polley. 

The mortgage held by Scanlan is for $3,000. 
It was bought for a first mortgage, and 
proves to be a second mortgage. The mort- 
gage which Divis bought of Schintz is for 
$2,200, and proves to be a third mortgage; it 


was purchased for a first mortgage. 


A Well Pianned System. 


But these are only a few of many instances 
of what seems now to have been a well 
planned system. They indicate that many 
thousands of dollars came into Schintz’s 
possession within recent months, and this 
is in addition to all that he was able to obtain 
by mortgaging his property. And yet there 
is now practically nothing in sight with 
which to pay back what is owing.

Judge Dunne replied a constitutional ques- 
tion as to the liberty of the defendant was 
being argued, and he would have to grant 
the same rights to Mangler as he would to 
others. The court then continued the case 
until a week from next Monday. 

Mangler walked out of the court with 
his jolly good fellow smile, and seemed 
to think he was getting decidedly the best 
of it. Mr. Mayer reiterated his statement 
that Mangler would never have to spend a 
day in jail. 

Such a proceeding as is now going on in 
the Mangler case is almost without prece- 
dent in Cook County. The usual plan has 
been to send a witness in contempt to jail 
and then argue the questtion afterward. 
This course has been reversed thus far in 
the case of Mangler. 

Mr. Mangler put in a long answer, pro- 
testing against the jurisdiction of Judge 
Dunne’s court both as to his person and the 
subject matter involved. He declared the 
grand jury was not properly drawn, that 
none of the reports referred to were legally 
drawn up, that the jury was illegally in- 
structed, that he was never legally sum- 
moned, and emphasized a dozen other tech- 
nicalities. : 

Then a long argument was begun on the 
constitutionality of Sec. 35 of the criminal 
code of Illinois, touching punishment for 
contempt. Mr. McEwen declared there was 
no doubt as to the constitutionality of the 
law. Isaac Mayer produced his authorities 
to show that the law was clearly wrong, 
and Mr. Blair followed, upholding the cause 
of the State. At 5 o'clock the speeches were 
closed, with Mr. Mayer to follow a week 
from Monday.

Similar Marks on Tickets. 


In all eight precincts were counted and the 
committee adjourned to meet at the call of 
Chairman O’Brien, when the count will be 
resumed. In the Seventh Precinct, in which 
Fick resides, the returns gave him 15 votes 
to 269 for Murphy. The recount gave Fick 
only 14. The examination of the ballots 
showed about fifty straight Republican and 
Democratic tickets marked for Murphy for 
Alderman. The marks were all, apparently, 
made by the same hand and pencil, The 
claim has been made since the election that 
voters in this precinct were given ballots 
marked beforehand. 

Fick began the contest immediately after 
the election, in which Murphy beat kim by 
104 votes on the face of the returns. Murphy 
and Fick were both present yesterday and 
each had attorneys. Chief Clerk Powell of 
the Election commissioners delivered the 
ballots of the First Precinct to the subcom- 
mittee, but before they were opened Edwin 
Burritt Smith and Joseph David, attorneys 
for Fick, asked that a tally clerk be appoint- 
ed by each side. This was refused by the 
committee and John Fitzgerald, a clerk from 
the City Clerk’s office, was called in to keep 
tally. Alderman Brenner read off the bal- 
lots rapidly and passed them, on to his col- 
leagues for examination and the clerk kept 
tally. A stenographer employed by the con- 
testant kept tally also, and so did several 
other persons in the room. All went well 
until the precinct was finished and Fitzger- 
ald announced the result. 

It was 143 votes for Murphy and 138 for, 
Fick. Attorney David and the stenographer 
who had kept tally for the contestant de- 
clared that as Alderman Brenner read the 


Murphy, which did not vary much from the 
returns. Alderman O’Brien said the figures 
of the official tally clerk would govern, and 
he passed on to the next precinct. 

The result in the First Precinct was a net 
gain of 80 votes for Murphy, and Fick, the 
contestant looked blue. He protested that 
the tally had not been correctly kept, but the 
protest was not heeded. 

Counters Fail to Agree. 

The recount of the Second Precinct re 
sulted, according to Tally Clerk Fitzgerald's 
figures, in 119 for Fick and 122 for Murphy. 
Others who kept score counted 144 for Fick 
and 102 for Murphy. This was another loss 
of over sixty votes for Fick. The Third and 
Fourth Precincts showed a large discrep- 
ancy between the figures of the tally clerk 
and the others in the room who kept tally, 
and by the time the Fifth Precinct had been

ANNEX GUESTS FINED AND LET GO. 


First Create Sensational Scenes 
at Harrison Street. 


The crowd which thronged the Harrison 
Street Station yesterday morning was treat- 
ed to a lively and somewhat spectacular 
encounter between Inspector Hartnett and 
a handful of subordinates on one side, and 
Mrs. M. Cicott and the young person who 
has been variously referred to as her daugh- 
ter, her niece, and granddaughter. They 
are the women who were arrested on Tues- 
day night at the Auditorium Annex, which 
they had made their home for about five 
months.

Finally tiring of his efforts to get the 
women to tell him all about themselves, the 
Inspector ordered the matrons to take them 
back to their cells. But not one inch in 
that direction would they go. They meant 
it, too, and backing against the wall in the 
Inspector’s office declared they would stay 
up-stairs or die in the attempt. Reasoning 
was out of the question, and it was by main 
force that the gorgeously arrayed women 
were taken to the cell in which they had 
spent the night. They threatened and 
coaxed, but it was of no use. The Inspector 
could not see his way clear to treat them 
better than other prisoners. 

House Detective Williams of the Audi- 
torium Annex testified before Justice Mar- 
tin that the women acted disorderly when 
the management sought to evict them for 
the non-payment of a board bill. Their fines 
of $5 each were promptly paid, and they 
left the court declaring that Inspector Hart- 
nett would hear from them ig due season. 

Their trunks and contents were held at 
the Auditorium Annex pending a settlement 
of the bill. 

March 2 Mrs. Cicott and her companion 
claimed to have lost a pocketbook in the 
Fair, which they said contained $285 and 
diamonds worth $1,200.

Still another time the reported discovery 
of the missing Mrs. Louise Luetgert, wifo 
of the North Side sausagemaker, now under 
indictment on a charge of murder, apparent- 
ly has proven abortive. It will be remem- 
bered that the latest story of this kind came 
from New York. 

The assertion was made that A. W. Grotte 
(erroneously spelled Grotty), a traveling 
salesman, had informed the New York po- 
lice that he, with two friends, by name 
Richard L. Schulhof and Rudolph Schintaky. 
had met Mrs. Luetgert on Broadway dur- 
ing the morning of May 7. The report went 
into minute detail, relating how Mr. Grotte 
had once counted the woman in question as 
a sweetheart of his, and that he invited hor 
to dine with him. 

I noticed that she appeared very much 


marked afterwards, “ but'I paid no atten- 
tion to this until a few days later, when I 
read in the papers the reports of the Luet- 
gert supposed murder.” 

Schulhof Negatives Grotte’s Story. 


The report seemed plausible, if for no other 
reason because there were said to be two 
witnesses, Schulhof and Schintzky.- Mr. 
Schulhof was given the more prominence, 


to swear to all that Grotte had said, besides 
identifying the woman as one whom his 
companion had addressed as Mrs. Luet- 
gert. 

But now Schulhof is heard from, and what 
he has to say on the subject completely 
negatives Grotte’s story. It seems that he 
has a brother in Chicago, L. Schulhof, and 
yesterday the following letter was received 
by the latter: 

New York, July 26.—Dear Brother: I re- 
ceived your letter as well as the newspaper clip- 
ping. The facts are as follows: On May 7 I 
met a salesman named Grotte on Broadway. He 
said that if I had come a little sooner he would 
have introduced me to his former sweetheart of 
Chicago. She had married when a servant girl a 
rich man, but had not been faithful to him. He 
also said she had behaved very strangely when 
she met him (Grotte), and did not accept his 
invitation to dinner. 

I didn’t pay any special attention to the mat- 
ter, and had. alrea y forgotten it when Grotte 
some time afterwards remarked to me that the 
same woman was alleged to have been murdered 
by her husband. If, therefore, the papers say that 
I either saw her or was introduced to her, it its 
not true. The defense wishes my services as a 
witness, but I can’t testify anything in their favor, 
and won't have anything to do with the matter. 

That my name is used in the matter at all ts 
only due to Grotte. I am sorry my name has been 
used. Your brother, R. L. SCHULHOF.

PASSENGER STEAMER IS WRECKED. 


Cambria, with One Hundred Passen- 
gers Aboard, Is Wrecked Off Sarnia 
~All Are Rescued. 


Port Huron, Mich., July 28.—[Special.]— 
The side-wheel steamer Cambria of the 
Windsor, Detroit, and Soo line, with 100 
passengers on board, bound up, was wrecked 
this morning on Lake Huron, three miles 
above Sarnia, Ont. A strong gale was blow- 
ing when it left Sarnia at 10 o’clock last 
night, and it increased as it proceeded. The 
Captain turned around when ten miles out 
and ran back. 

When a few miles from Sarnia at 1 o'clock 
this morning it lost the rudder, and a few 
minutes later ran into a broken raft of logs, 
breaking one of its wMeels and disabling the 
engine. The main steampipe also broke, 


letting all the steam out of the boilers, and 


the electric light went out, and there was 
but one lantern on board. - 
The passengers and crew were panic- 
stricken, the sea was running high, and the 
gale was driving the steamer toward the 
Canadian shore. Suddenly it went aground 
and listed, throwing every one off his 
feet, and the cries and prayers of the pas- 


gsengers were heartrending. It was pitch 


dark and the steamer had neither rockets or 


signals of any kind on board, and being with- 


out steam was unable to signal its distress. 
It was so dark that the shore could not be 
seen, although it was but 100 yards off. 
Finally the day began to break and the 
boats were launched with difficulty and all 
the passengers landed safely and taken to 
Sarnia and quartered at the different hotels. 
The Cambria is rated A 2% and was 404 
tons burden.

Indian Agitators Are Arrest- 
ed by Bombay Police. 


TAKE GANGADHAR TILAK 


Native Member of the-Legisla- 


tive Council in Jail. 


BAIL OFFERED AND REFUSED 


Uprising in Swat Valley Leads to 
Suppression. 


EXCITEMENT AMONG THE NATIVES 


Bombay, July 28.—Gangadhar Tilak, a 
native member of the legislative council, 
was arrested last evening on the charge 
of inciting the natives to disaffection. He 
was formally arraigned in the Bombay Po- 
lice Court this morning, after which the 
hearing was adjourned. 

Gangadhar Tilak has for a long time agi- 
tated indiscriminately against British rule. 
Of late he has been more than usually viru- 
lent. He is a man of talent, a thorough 
fanatic, opposed to European ideas and in- 
novations, and he has been a leader in the 
recent outbreaks against the sanitary reg- 
ulations. 

The uprising in the Swat Valley has led 
the government to adopt The policy of sup- 
pression toward the native agitators, who in 
speeches and through the native press have 
for a long time been endeavoring to promote 
the spirit of revolt. 

In pursuance of this policy a number of 
arrests have already been made and others 
are expected to follow. 

At Poona two well-known agitators, Scidar 
Balwantran Natu and his brother, Huropant 
Ramiounder Natu, have been arrested on 
charges of disloyalty. A number of houses 
have been searched with the result that 
the police have found arms convealed, al- 
though the owners have departed for parts 
unknown. 

Eshoo Madow Bal, a partner of Gangadhar 
Tilak in publishing the newspaper Kesari, 
has been arrested. The office has been 
searched and a quantity of incriminating 
documents seized, together with an issue of 
the paper. Eshoo will be put on trial here 
with Tilak. 

Gangadhar Tilak published inflammatory 
articles before the murders of Plague Com- 
missioner Rand and Lieut. Ayrest. He has 
repeated the substance of them since thé 
murders, and there is general astonishment 
that he has so long been allowed immunity. 

He was recently elected a member of the 
Bombay Council, and his confirmation in 
that offfce by Lord Sandhurst, the Governor, 
has been severely criticised. 

Gangadhar Tilak offered bail, but the 
magistrate refused to accept it. During the 
arraignment there was the greatest ex- 
citement among the natives in the court- 
room and outside the building. The Natus 
were arrested at sunrise and escorted out- 
side the limits of the Poona collectorate by a 
formidable body of mounted police. All 
their property has been attached. The fam- 
ily, which is old and wealthy, has been im- 
plicated in many Brahmin fanatical move- 
ments. 

It is alleged the brothers Natu led the 
mob which desecrated the Mohammedan 
mosque at Daru Wallaha. Two men were 
killed in the riot. The younger Natu was 
tried for murder, but acquitted. >

WEYLER SAYS HR WILL TAKE FIELD. 


Will Endeavor to Prevent Bands of 
Insurgents in Havana Province 
from Uniting. 


Havana, via Key West, Fla., July 28.— 
Captain General Weyler, it is announced, 
will take the field in a few days to personally 
direct military operations in the Havana 
province against several bands of insur- 
gents from fifty to 200 strong. This step is 
due to an attempt on the part of these bands 
to reunite. 

Orders have been issued that Major Justo 
Ojedo and the Prefect of the ranch El 
Portuguese shall be shot for trying to pre- 
vent the surrender of Major Juan Calangas, 
the insurgent chief, and a number of cav- 
alrymen who recently gave themselves up 
to the authorities. It is reported that Major 
Calanras after his surrender took the field 
with his forces and surprised an insurgent 
camp, macheting several members of the

The latter seized the gun, while in a frenzy 
over the wrongs done his family, and fired 
on Caldwell at close range, both loads taking 
effect in the left side, inflicting wounds from 
which he will probably die tonight.

PLE OF SHAKSPEARE’S DAY. 


Ere of Rapid Increase in Wealth, with 
a Tendency Toward Tall Stories of 
All Sortse—Evils of the Elizabethan 
Ruff as Depicted by a Puritan—A 
Strong Stomach and a Heavy Arm 
Already the Proots of Coming Eng- 
lish Power. 


HERE is nothing 
particularly brilliant 
in Charles Dudley 
Warner's new book, 
“The People for 
Whom Shakspearo 
Wrote” (Harper), 
but it is an infinitely 
better introduction 
to a right apprecia- 
tion of Shakspeare 
than a whole library 
ofcommentaries. It 
is in large part a 
historical compila- 

showing wide 

dley W. and patient research, 
aan the book achieves its object of pictur- 
ing English life and society as they were 
about the time when young Will Shakspeare 
came down to London with his first poems 
in his pocket. 

Dullness was not one of the features of 
England in Shakspeare’s day. There were 
all sorts of diversions. At one time a whale 
was cast upon the beach, and “ one of his 
eyes being taken out of his head, was more 
than a cart with six horses could draw.” 
At another time a well-behaved sheep 
pasture took a notion to migrate and traveled 
from Saturday evening to Monday noon, pro- 
ducing sundry. inconveniences to neighbors 
and residents. In the matter of dress noth- 
ing could be too gorgeous. Some brave gen- 
tlemen of the day wore earrings of gold 
and stones, to improve God's handiwork, 
which no doubt needed it in those cases. 
And fair femininity smiled under a weary 
load of ‘‘ @oublets with pendant pieces on the 
breast full of jags and cuts ; with “ galli- 
gascons to make their dresses stand out 
plumb round; and farthingales and divers 
colored stockings.“ 

But these are mild statements of the evils 

of Elizabethan dress. For the genuine 

critical artist we must turn with Mr. Warner 
to the book of the old Puritan, Philip 

Stubbs, in order to learn just what to think 


ot those enormous ruffs that stood out a

Mr. Warner thinks the England of Shaks- 
Peare's day was not quite so bad as Taine 
has made it out. But he admits it was an 
era of rapidly increasing wealth and luxury. 
The Engitshman then, as now, was a hearty 
eater, and the stronger the wine the better 
he liked it. The rich ate at stated times, 
and the poor ate when they got food. 
Hanging was the common punishment for 
felony, but justice was no more even-handed 
then than now. Thus the bodies of ordinary 
criminals were drawn and quartered, while 
nobles who were traitors escaped with mere- 
ly having their heads chopped off. 

As for the luxuries of life, the poorest 
workingman has more of them today than 
had the haughtiest English nobleman of 
Shakspeare’s day. Stoves had just begun to 
be used, and only then by some gentry that 
built them “now and then to sweat in.“ 
Pillows were thought fit only for sick wom- 
en. As for servants, they were lucky if they 
had a sheet over them, for there was noth- 
ing under them to keep the straw from 
pricking their hardened hides. It wasa day 
of the most violent contrasts. When George 
Neville, the brother of Warwick, gave his 
famous banquet to the Archbishop of York, 
using, among other things, 300 quarters of 
wheat, 300 tuns of ale, 104 tuns of wine, 80 
oxen, 3,000 geese, 2,000 pigs, and 80 on— 
even then the poor were lying in London 


streets upon pallets of straw, and were 


dying like dogs. 

Mr. Warner believes the dramatist was 
popular in his own day, though he can find 
scarcely more than a contemporary mention 
of him. But no one will gainsay him in the 
assertion that almost every English-speak- 
ing individual in the world today would be 
in some degree different if Shakspeare had 
never lived. Mr. Warner’s brief study of the 
age will be especially helpful to all 
ners in Shakspearean study.

THORNTON ASKED FOR AN OPINION 


Each person in Chicago who is engaged 
in a brokerage business of any . Will be 
forced to take out a license and pay a feo 
of $25 if the ruling of the City Collector to 


this effect is sustained by the Corporation 


Counsel. This will include bankers, ex- 
cepting those connected with national banks 
and commission merchants, including mer- 
‘echandise, produce, and grain brokers, in 
addition to the real estate and insurance 
brokers who are now required to pay the 


ie Ruling of Counsel Beale. 

Corporation Counsel Beale, in an opinion 
sumitted to the Collector's department a 
year ago, held all classes of brokers were 
liable to the fee of $25. The ruling, except as 
it applied to insurance and real estate 
brokers, was not enforced. This ruling has 
ren placed tn the hands of Corporation 
Counsel Thornton for an opinion. 

The ordinance requiring all brokers to 
take out a license was passed in 1883, and is 
briefly as follows: 

It shall not be lawful for any person to 
exercise within the city the business of 
money-changer, banker, broker, or commis- 
sion merchant, including that of merchan- 
dise, produce, or grain broker, real estate 
broker, and insurance broker, wann a 
license therefor.“ 

The fee of $25 was fixed e eee 
passed by the City Council last spring. 

Ruling of the Collector. 
It la asserted by the Collector that this 
ordinance applies to members of the board 
of Trade and all commission houses, and 
to bankers who are not connected with 
national banks. Two thousand insurance 
“brokers paid the fee last year and over five 
hundred have made their payments since 
the tax was due on July 15. Real estate men 


have never contested the payment of the 


fee, although many of them have avoided 
taking out licenses. 

- The Coliector rules this year that not only 
the main offices of the real estate brokers 
are subject to the license, but also $25 must 
be paid for each branch office in addition. 
This decision may be opposed by the Real 
Estate board.

Whether the South Park board can legally 
levy a@ tax of two mills on the dollar after 
making its annual $300,000 appropriation 
for maintenance has started a lot of talk 
in South Side circies. 

“It is simply a difference of opinion,” 
said Commissioner Donnersberger yesier- 
“among the commissioners. I hold 
we have no right to levy tnore than one 
mill, but three members of the board dis- 
agree with me.“ 

By a vote of 8 to 1 the board at its last 
meeting decided to make the extra levy for 
next year two milis on the dollar. Mr. Don- 
nersberger voted No.“ Commissioncrs 
J. W. Ellsworth, William Best, and Jeffcr- 
son Hodgkins voted Aye.“ Mr. Best said 
they had no fears of the result should any - 
oe to carry the matter into 
cou 

The ground on which Mr. Donnersberger 
bases his contention is that the South Park 
board, which makes its own tax levy and cel- 
lects ‘directly from the people, operates 
under a law enacted in 1888, which au- 
thorises the appropriation of a himp sum 
for maintenance and thereafter, in the 
event of bonded indebtedness, an extra levy 
not to exceed one mill on the dollar for in- 
terest and sinking fund purposes. But in 
1895 the Legislature passed another bill to 
relieve the West Park board, authorizing a 
levy of two mills on the dollar. Whether 
the latter act can be applied to the South 
Park district or not is the question. 

Mr. Donnersberger says it cannot. Mr. 
Elisworth, Mr. Best, and Mr. Hodgkins say 
it can. They say they have acted on the 
Written advice of Congressman James R. 
Mann, who was attorney for the board 
when the matter was first taken under 
con#ideration.

Thornton Will Advise Collector to

n response to questions put to him by 
n Gillmann of the Cook County.

Counsel Thornton yesterday said he would 
advise City Collector Martin to refuse all 
department stores butchers’ licenses. under 
the Duddleston ordinance: That ordinance 
requires all stores dealing in fresh, dried, 
and smoked fish, dried and smoked meats 
and sausages to take out such licenses, and, 
while it was aimed at grocery and delicates- 
sen stores and not department stores, it 
may affect some of them. 

Mr. Thornton said ho would refuse to pass 
on the validity of the Walker ordinance 
forbidding dopartment stores to sell meats 
and provisions, yet as long as that ordinance 
stood on the books the city must recognize 
it and consequently could not license de- 
partment stores to do what the ordinance 
forbids.

Kreigh Collins had a new ribbon on his 
rabbit’s foot yesterday. The potency of the 
charm must have been greatly increased by 
it, for it carried him to victory against Leo 
Ware in the most sensational match the 
Western lawn tennis tournament bas yet 
seen.

For several weeks past six of the pale straw 
colored cars of the South Side Elevated 
railway of Chicago have been seen almost 
daily whizzing up and down 7,000 feet of 
track near the plant of the General Electric 
compa. © “his city. The usual little, fussy 
engine was not pulling the cars, but the 
motive power was electricity, and the sys- 
tem was what is known as Sprague 
multi-motor third rail system. 

The cars were sent here several weeks 
ago to be equipped. and yesterday the firs 
formal test was made. For two hours und 
the most unsatisfactory conditions the „ 
train and single cars were sent over tho 
track. The track is a new one and far from 
being in perfect condition, and was made 
wet by heavy rains. The test was, how- 
ever, entirely satisfactory. At times the 
speed register indicated thirty-five miles an 
hour,. ahd there were no breaks or mishaps | 
of any consequence.
